The Play Is Entitled “Chanticleer,” 
and the Cast Is Comprised En- 
tirely of Birds and Ani- 
mails, the Denizens of 
a Farmyard,

London, July !8.—The sensation of the 
coming theatrical season will be the 
productiohf of a new play in verse by M. 
Edmond Rostand, with the title ‘“Chan- 
ticleer.”’ 

Eight years have passed since Mme. 
Bérmhardt produced with world-wide 
success his Napoleonic play “L’Aigion, ° 
and rumore of the new play have been 
whispereu ever since. But poets are 
notoriously capricious, and M. Rostand, 
who has no severer critic than himself, 
was jealous of his reputation as the 
greatest dramatist of his generation. 

Now all] 
come and MM. Jean Coquelin and Hertz, 
the managers of the Porte St. Martin 
threaten, who are the proud possessors 
of the world’s rights in the play, have 
received the completed manuscript. For 
this they have paid the unprecedented 
prize of $50,000 on account of author's 
rovalties. 

It is not only in tha matter of its 
price, however, that this play is unique. 
Its title. ‘Chanticleer,’ gives an index 
to its character but would hardly con- 
vey the fact that not a single human 
being figures in the cast! This is com- 
prised entirely of birds and animals, the 
Ordinary denizens of a farmyard, in 
which the scene of the play is laid. 

The common farmyard cock is the 
hero of this poetic drama, and a fine 
hero. too, since M. Cqouelin aine ig to 
interpret him In Paris. The golden 
pheasant is the heroine and, when it Is 
@dded that its gorgeous plumage wil! 
eonceal the personality of Mme, Simone 
le Bargy; that M. Jean Coquelin ig to 
growl poetry as the old watch-dog, and 
that many actors scarcely less renowned 
on the boulevards are to assume dis- 
guises no less fantastic, It {6 apparent 
that all the ingredients of a very’pretty 
plot have. been selected. 

Problems for Actors. 


Into the details of the story it would 
be unfair to enter at present, but it 
may at least be hinted that the plot 
hinges on the jealousies of this anima!’ 
kingdom. In spite of the limitations 
with which he has here surrounded him- 
self, M. Rostand 
fantastic scheme a web of

drama. and of philosophy which ail who | 
have been privileged to hear it unhesl- ; 


tatingly declare to be a untque piece 
of dramatic literature—exquisitely writ- 
ten, and ordered with an amazing sende 
of dramatic effect. 

The mental hurdles which the drama- 
tiet has set up are easy work, however, 
compared with the physical impedt- 
ments which he hag set in the path of 
the actors. Not merely have they to 
impersonate birds—they must be as 
such. Only the actor's face and voice 
will be left to him, but in spite of 
apparent difficulties everyone concerned 
looks forward to a triumph at the 
Porte St. Martin in the autumn. 

As for the English production, a trifle 
of $25,000 on account of royalties is re- 
quired of the manager wha would eesay 
it. That fact ‘has not prevented keen 
competition among the Iikeliest (and 
the unlikeliest) actors and managers; 
and arrangements age practically con- 
cluded by which production wiil be 
made almost simultaneously with the 
Parisian premiere tn London and New 
York with two of the best-known 
English-speaking actors in the principal 
part. The English version of the play 
will be made in verse by Mr Louis N. 
Parker, whose translation of “L’Aigion’”’ 
takes rank with the materpieces of

It will take the 
American market a long tinte to re- 
gain the confidence of the English in- 
vestor. +Business in Americans 18 
creeping up a bit, but it’s still in a 
shocking bad state, the worst of the 
whole markt, excepting perhaps the 
Kaffir circus.” 

When Times Are Bad, 


Bad times on the stock exchange are 
felt elsewhere, particularly in the we3i 
end, where the gay and festive broker 
and his prosperous clients were wont 
to spend the evenings and much mon- 
ey. The restaurants, the theaters, the 
florists, the jewelers, and the automo- 
bile trade feel the slump. Here are 
some instances worth quoting. A smart 
West End jeweller, whose annual rent 
is $3,000, and whose weekly expenses 
are $150, had takings, only a few 
days ago, which barely averaged $5 
a day. A popular restaurant has just 
as big and fashionable a crowd every 
night, yet the manager declares he is 
barely paying expenses: “People are 
not drinking’ wines but mineral wa- 
ters,” he told me “They order the 
same style of meals, but cut out the 
little accessories—the coffee, liqueura, 
Cigars and a on, from which we, 
with the wines, make our best profit.’

Nearly five hundred members have 
taken advantage of the rules and ap- 
plied for a year’s holiday.

These clerks, after four years’ service 
on the exchange, can place their names 
On the ‘“‘waiting list’ and become mem- 
bers on nomination of the committee. 
Their entrance fee is $760 in addition 
to the annual subscription, and they 
must OoWn One share of stock and find 
two sureties of $1.500 for four years. 
An ordinary member must have the 
nomination of,a retiring or deceased 
member, as on the New York stock ex- 
change. He must pay an entrance fee 
of $2,000, own three shares and finé 
three sureties of $2,600 each for four 
years. Such figures are a mere baga- 
telle compared with those of the Ameri- 
can stock exchange. 


The Paris Bourse. 


The bourse in Paris, howevér, holds 
the world’s record. The number of 
members on the exchange in Paris is 
limited to seventy. Each has to be 
worth $500,000. A nomination on the 
death or retirement of an active mem- 
ber costs $300,000. The candidate must 
prove to the committee that he has 
$100,000 working capital and must de- 
posit with the French treasury $20,000 
in cash, and with the stock exchange 
committee another’ $40,000 in ready 
money, :

. There are some strange ways of do- 
ing business in London on ’change. ‘ For 
instance, business is interrupted twice 
a month by settlement day. This oc- 
curs every two weeks, at the middle 
‘and end of the month. In each in- 
stance, it lasts four days. Counting 
holidays and Sundays, this leaves the 
London stockbroker seventeen or eigh- 
teen days a month for actual transac- 
tions on the floor. The first of the set- 
tling days is devoted to mining stocks. 
The second is for general stocks and 
bonds and the third is “fame” or 
“ticket” day, when all purchasers of 
stock must accept their purchases made 
in the prévious two wee or suffer ac-. 
cordingly. - The fourth. day is the Bet- 
tling day proper, when all moneys are 
paid. Those who may wish to carry 
over their stocks from one settling day 
to the next, that Is, for two weeks more, 
pay what is called a “‘contango,’’, that 
is a price or commission agreed upon. 
Tf it is a seller of stock or a “bear,” 
who wishes to stay delivery for a fur- 
ther’two Weekes, the commission charged 
is called by the strange ‘name of 
‘“‘backwardation.” 

In American Stocks. 


Dealers {n American stocks are. also 
given a peculiar title. They are “arbi- 
trage dealers.” They buy in the New 
York market and try and unload ata 
profit the next day in London. There 
ls a great difficulty in dealng in Amert- 
ican stocks here because of the differ- 
ence in time, WHile New York brokers 
who deal with the English market may 
be at business at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, the London broker would be hor- 
rified at the mere idea of unusyal hours. 
The official financial day in England 
ends at 4 p. m., one hour later than in 
the United States. After this .hour 
the business is done on the “street,” a 
species of curb market. The American 
market, on the close of the stock ex- 
change retreats from the American 
posts on the floor, through a specially 
bullt door, called the “‘American” door, 
into Shorter’s court. This is a littl 
cul-de-sac about forty feet square, just 
off Throgmorton street, an@ backing up 
against the exchange. For an hour or 
more it is crowded, especially in sum- 
mer, and one hears the familiar shouts 
of “Katy’’ and “Nipper” and “Sun- 
sets.’’ The crowd is not composed ex- 
exclusively of jobbers and their clerks, 
for while in view of the difference In 
time, this American market is recog- 
nized by the stock exchange. it is not 
official, and there is no one in author- 
ity to prevent sightseers from enter- 
ing.

First Stock Exchange. 


The origina) stock exchange was held 
in Garraway’s coffee house tin Change 
alley. There the brokers first formed 
a regular association. Garraway’s was 
s00n too small, and so a move was made 
to New Jonathan’s coffee house, close 
by. In July, 1773, the brokers bought 
the place and the business, and, with 
punch, christened it the Stock Ex- 
change. Wach member had to subscribe 
10 cents toward this punch. It {fs asso- 
clation with the coffee houses of that 
period that still keeps the titles of the 
porters and attendants and minor offl- 
clals of the stock exchange to the one 
form—waliter. 

The mother of stock exchanges In !80| 
had a special building on the present 
site opposite the Bank of Emgland It 
was the first in the world devoted pure- 
ly to the buying and selling of stocks 
though in Biblical history the temple 
of the money-changers is frequently 
mentioned. Half a century of exist- 
ence and fhis building was torn down 
as too small, and the present structure 
was put in its stead. A quarter of a 
century ago an annex, equal in size, was 
built. ®

“The average young man in much bet- 
ter off in the United States than here,” 
said Mr. Learned to me today. “To be- 
gin with, he is much better paid. That 
is due, I believe, in a large measure, to 
the regrettable system of ‘livin-in,’ 
which is in force in many of the retail 
business houses in England, and which, 
I believe, is a great evil. I know, as @ 
matter of fact, that in the drapery 
trade, which corresponds to the dry 
goods trade in the United States, the 
houses here figure that they can get 
their men and women at about half 
price, so long as they enforce the ‘liv- 
ing-in’ system. They exact much more 
from their employees for board and 
lodging than they are willing to ellow 
them should they wish to live out. They 
figure to make no smal! profit out of 
boarding and housing their employees. In 
addition to that element of evident un- 
fairness, it leads to immorality among 
the men and women. 

“The chances for a young man to rise 
in business in England are vastly in- 
ferior to those in the United States. 
For instance, in America a premium is 
placed upon initiative and a suggestion 
is as welcome from the office boy as 
from the manager. And it is acted 
upon if it appeals to those In authority. 
In England a suggestion from a man 
or boy in an inferior position touching 
on matters outside his own specific 
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is looked upon as an unwar- 
rantable impertinence. The man is for- 
tunate if he is not discharged. In Eng- 
land the men and boys are hired to do 
certain work, and they are expected to 
do that work and leave the rest to their 
betters. Initiative on their part is 
treated as a vice, not as a virtue. 

“In the United States in every great 
business there is a large class who are 
getting fairly good wages. In Eng- 
land there is no such class. Here there 
are no finely graded steps by which a 
man or a boy may advance. Instead, 
there is a wide gap between the poorly 
paid clerks, Who may be getting $300 
or $400 a year, and the well-paid man- 
agers, who are drawing $3,000 to $4.000. 
That is a terrible gap, and a difficult 
One to bridge and it takes a man of un- 
usual ability to do it. The result its 
that the majority of Bnglishmen re- 
main poorly paid clerks ajl their lives 
instead of advancing to the middle po- 
sitions which @re the salvation of the 
American clerks. : 

“It takes considerably more men here 
to do the same amount of work. It is 
impossible to get the amount of work 
out of the average Englishman that you 
can out of the average American in 
the same time. This may be due in no 
smal] measure to the fact that the av- 
erage Englishman has far fewer op- 
potunities to work his way up to a 
go00d paying billet. But, anyhow, the 
Englishman is constitutionally inclined 
to take life easier than the American. 
Likewise he is conservative by nature, 
and needs.a lot of prodding before he 
can be induced to change his methods. 
Some of the largest business houses in 
Great Britain are now conducting their 
affairs in exactly the Same way as their 
predecessors did one hundred years 
ago. 

“But there is an awakening coming. 
In fact, the awakening is already here. 
The typewriter !s now in almost uni- 
versal use, the telephone is becoming 
more popular every day, the card sys- 
tem, the vertical file system, the loose 
leaf system are rapidly coming into gen- 
eral use in business houses, and every- 
where I find a remarkable interest in 
up-to-date methods. Not only is this 
true of London, but of many of the

000,000. This company perhaps the 
Breatest land and development syndi- 
cate in the world. It compares with 
the Dutch company, which owned Java, 
and with East India Company. 
which had much to do with making 
Hindustan a British possession. 
far greater than the Hudson Bay 
Pany was at the heighi of iis 
and proeépectively its riches are beyond 
the dreams of avarice. The company 
Owns and controls the vast territories 
in this part of Africa which were ac- 
quired by Cecil Rhodes when he made 
his great expedition from Kimberley 
northward. He conquered some oar > 
tribes and made treaties with ; 
and at the end had added to the Brit- 
{sh empire a principality greater than 
France and Germany combined. It 
comprised altogether almost one-half 
million square miles, going northward 
to the Congo Free State and Lake Tan- 
ganyika. 

Mr. Rhodes was granted by the Eng- 
lish crown the right to govern and de- 
velop this property. and he organized 
the British South Africa Company for 
that purpose. It was started with a 
capital of $5,000,000 along about 1890, 
and by !904 its capita] had been in- 
ereased to $30,000,000. A!! of this money 
has been spent on the property. Several 
thousand miles of ratlroads have been 
bullt. numerous towns ectablished, many 
farms sold and developed, and gold 
mines opened, out of which forty-five 
or fifty million dollars have been taken 
So far no dividends have been paid, but 
the company has recently been meeting 
its expenses, and at the last meeting 
of the stockholders it was decided to 
issue 3,000,000 additional £1! shares.

A Talk With the Governor 

I am writing this letter at Salisbury, 
which is the capital of Rhodesia, and 
where are also the chief administra- 
tion offices of the British Soufft 
Africa Company. During my stay here 
J have had a talk with Sir William H. 
Milton, the governor of the colony. He 
is one of the chief officials of the syn- 
dicate and has been cognected with the 
company from its beginning. He was 
the private secretary of Cecil Rhodes 
at the time the company was formed, 
and it is now eight years since he was 
sent here as the chief secretary and 
secretary for native affairs. He has 
been connected with the administration 
of Rhodesia since !897. and he krows, 
like a book, the country and everything 
connected with it. 

I met Sir William Milton at the gov- 
ermment house, a beautiful one-story 
bungalow, which lies about two miles 
from the business part of Salisbury. 
The house is surrounded by well kept 
grounds filled with flowers and tropical 
plants. It is beautifully furnished, ang 
the administrator lives quite as com- 
fortably here as he cou? in England. 
Said Sir William H. Milton: 

“You ask me to give you a bird's-eye 
view of Rhodesia. It would take a 
strong bird.to fly over it in a short 
time and one with sharp eyes to See it 
all. Southern Rhodesia alone is an 
empire in itself. It is more than one- 
Sixth larger than Great Britain and 
Ireland, and it has great areas of zdod 
farming lands. It is full of minerals. 
Within the past few years a number 
of small gold mines have been opened, 
and the output from these is steadily 
increasing both in quantity and qual- 
ity. Gold mining in the Transvaal re- 
quires an enormous capital. Here it 
can be done upon a small scale, and we 
are finding good paying propositions 
scattered over the country. Those al- 
ready discovered cover more than five 
thousand square miles, and we now 
haye several hundred companies and 
syndicates at work. We have alreadv 
take out something Hke nine or ten

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million pounds’ worth of gold, and we 
know that we have silver, copper, dia- 
monds ang lead. We have good coal 
mines at Wankie, about 200 miles 
northwest of Bulawayo, and we are 
producing something LUke 100,000 tons 
of coal every year.”’ 
Farming in Rhodesia. 


“How about your agricultural 
sibilities?” asked I. 

“We think them very great.” replied 
the governor. “Much of the country is 
better fitted for stock raising than 
grain farming, but we have large areas 
which will produce corn and tobacco, 
which we think will raise 
cotton. There is no reason why south- 
ern Rhodesia should not produce maize 
equal to that of your great corn belt. 
The grain is grown by the natives, and 
we have white farmers who now crop 
thousands of bushels of this cereal. 
We have some farmers who ten 
thousand bushels a year, and that ata 
considerable profit. We have lands 
which will yield fifty bushels and 
more to the acre, although the aver- 
age is less than that.” 

“Ags to tobacco, Rhodestan cigarettes 
are sold everywhere throughout South 
Africa. Our pipe mixtures are in high 
favor and our cigars are popular. We 
are not trying’ to export any tobacco 
as yet, for this continent takes all that 
we can produce. We expect to increase 
our yield from now on, and the time 
will come when we shall ship tobacco 
to Europe, and, it may be, to the 
United States.” 


A Great Stock Company. 


“How about cattle?’ 

“Tt is in stock raising that the chief 
possibilities for Rhodesia lie. This is a 
natural stock country. In the days of 
Lobengula, the native king of the 
Matebeles, these highlands swarmed 
with cattle, and were it not for the 
various pests the lang would support 
a vast number. Indeed, it is estimated 
that if the hay were cut and the grass 
protected from fires we could feed 
something like 25,000,000 cattle in 
northern and southern Rhodesia. We 
are doing what we can to wipe out the 
diseases and at present we are as free 
from the various cattle pests as is any 
part of vour country. “We quarantine 
against all outside stock, finding that 
the natives respect the laws. Indeed, 
we are having more trouble from thea 
whites than from the natives. To 
show you how little of the available 
country is used for stock I would say 
that we have only about 200,000 cat- 
tle in southern Rhodesia when we 
could gupport millions. We have 500.- 
000 goats and about 200,000 sheep.” 


The Natives and Their Labor. 


“Can you give me some idea of your 
native population?” 

“We have comparatively few natives 
for the size of the country. The total 
negro population of Rhodesia is not 
larger tham that of some of your south- 
ern states. We have, ail told, only 
about 800,000 natives in our whole ter- 
ritory and they are’scattered over a 
country whigh is perhaps one-seventh 
the size of the United States proper. 
They are, as a rule, quiet and easily 
coutrolled, but they have not enough 
wants to make them a good working 
force. You see, the average negro can 
live on a few score of shillings a year. 
He needs several cattle and a corn 
patch, and in addition only enough cash 
to pay his taxes. We tax each man 
£1, or $5, a year. This includes the 
tax for one wife. If he has more than 
that we make him pay 10 shillings a 
year for each extra wife.” 

“| should think that would be a pre- 
mium on monogamy,” said I. 

“When we fixed the tax we thought 
it might be,” replied the administra- 
tor, “but dt has not. ‘The natives can 
make monty so easily that they can 
quickly earn the 10 shillings needed for 
every extra wife, and the extra wives 


pos- 
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more than pay for themselves in the 
work they do. The man who has the 
most wives is considered the richest, 
and he who ‘has several, as a rule, does 
little else than keep his women up to 
their work.” 

More About Farming. 


Returning to the agricultural possi- 
bilities of Rhodesia, the administrator 
tells me that the country was greatly

njured by the rinderpest and that it 
had quite a setback after the Boer war. 
The farmers are slow coming in, and 
I doubt much whether the company is 
satisfied with its success in inducing 
white tmmigration. 

[ understand that 
troubles is lack of 
Horses cannot be successfully raised 
here. They are soon attacked by a 
sickness which carrifes them off. In 
the past oxen were used to trek wagons 
over the country, but the rinderpest 
killed them by the thousands, many 
falling dead in their yokes. The cattle 
are now steadily increasing, and there 
is a fair prospect of the lands being @e- 
stocked. Much of the farming is mixed, 
the average settler taking up from 500 
to 3,000 acres and using a smal! amount 
for cultivation and the remainder for 
grazing. He will put a hundred acres 
or so in corn and employ the rest for 
cattle climate is such that the 
animais can feed out of doors all the 
year round, and about ten acres will 
furnish enough grass for one head. 

In my about the country I see 
that corn fs raaised everywhere and 
that such oais as have been planted are 
doing wel! The present demand for 
grain is such that the country cannot 
supply it, and in the past quite a lot 
of Aimmerican corn has been imported. 
Good corn now brings about 2 cents a 
pound, or more than a dollar a bushel. 
Much of it is sold itn 200-pound eacks 
at $4 and upwards per sack 

As to the tobacco, the administrator 
has not overstated the possibilities. 
There are Turkish cigarettes «old ‘here 
which are made from the native weed, 
and smokers teil me they are quite as 
good as any that can be imported from 
Cairo or Constantinople. 

A White Man’s Country. 


I asked Sir William Milton whether 
the climate of Rhodesia was fitted for 
white men. He replied that the higher 
parts were very healthy and that the 
heat was altogether dependent on the 
altitude. All lands which are over 3,000 
feet above the sea are suitable for Eu- 
ropean, but tt le only upon those which 
are 1,000 feet higher than European 
children can be born and bred. The 
latter area is not much bigger than 
the state of Maryland. and it has one 
of the finest climates of the world. The 
former is almost as large as California. 
and it is healthy. The rainfall averages 
28 inches. Here at Salfsbury the alt!- 
tude is about 4,700 feet, and in coming 
inland from the ocean I hawe crossed 
country whichis more thanamile above 
the sea. The most of Rhodesia is a 
rolling plateau, and as far as I can see 
much of {it will some day be covered 
with the homes of white men.

I came to Salisbury from the Indian 
ocean by the Rhodesia railway. This 
begine at Belra, and after crossing 
Portuguese Past Africa runs across 
Rhodesia to Bulawayo, where it con- 
nects with the main line of the Cape 
to Cairo railroad. The distance te 
Salisbury is 374 miles, and it took us 
two days to make it on account of the 
recent floods of some of the nivers. Our 
first 200 miles was through the Portu- 
guese territories. These are low and 
unhealthy. We rode for ‘hours through 
swamps, where I was told that the 
construction of the road has cost a 
man’s life for every tie in the track. 
We were shown one bridge where eight 
men were eaten by crocodiles during 
its building. We now and then passed 
through swarms of locusts, and our car 
windows had to be covered with wire 
screens to keep out the mosquitoes. 

Traveling Through Rhodesia. 


As we approached the western end 
of the Portuguese colofy the land rap- 
idiy rose, and at Umtall, on the borders 
of southern Rihodesia, we eame into 
mountains equal to the most beautiful 
of the Alleghenies. Here the track 
wound this way and that in horseshoe 
curves, so that, standing on the rear 


platform, we could sometimes look into:}

The Capital of Rhodesia. 


I wish I could show you this capital 
of Rhodesia. If you could lift it up and 
drop it down in the Undted States it 
would not be out of place. Indeed, it 
would look much like some of our best 
southern towns of 3,000 population, ex- 
cept that these buildings are finer, more 
artistic and more substantially bullt. 
The material used is chiefly stone and 
bricks, the roofs being made of gal- 
vanized iron. The residences are bunt- 
galows, with wide verandas running 
about them and with low, overhanging 
roofs. Every home has a garden about 
it filled with the flowers and plants of 
both the tropical and temperate zones. 
There are roses and morning glories, 
as well as flowers which would grow 
well in ‘Florida or Cuba. 

The business blocks are chiefly, of 
stone. There are many large stores 
with well displayed windows and stocks 
of goods, which would be considered ex- 
cellent in any of our cities of three 
times this size. One can buy anything 
he needs and many American things are 
sold. I see our canned goods and 
American cottons among the articles in 
the windows, and outside the farm-im- 
plement stores are plows from Moline, 
Llil., and reapers and mowers from Chi- 
cago and Springfleld, Ohio. 

A Town of Clubs and Race Tracks. 


I find Salisbury much alive. It ig a 
modern town, of fun, clubs, public 
amusements gnd high prices. It has its 
socfil swim and i!t has its cricket 
grounds, golf flelds and tennis courts. 
The high fences of the latter are cov- 
ered with morning glories, and the 
balls are thrown back by hedges of 
green leaves spotted with flowers of 
bright blue. The little city has a li- 
brary without the aid of Mr. Carnegie. 
It has three banks and a chamber of 
nines. It has a hospital, a half-dozen 
churches and @® newspaper which 
comes out every week. 

Everything in the town jis high 
priced. I took a mde in a jinriksha 
drawn by a negro and the charge was 
37 cents in gold. I could have hag the 
same service in Shanghal, China, with 
a pig-tailed coolie as my horse, for 5 
cents in silver. I went out jn an auto- 
mobile for a day laS® week and the 
charge was $30 therefor. I took a glass 
of mineral water this morning. It 
contained one-half pint, and I had to 
pay 37 cents for it. The man who sat 
next to me at dinner was charged 62 
cents for a Scotch highball. A cup of 
tea at a railroad station costs 26 cents, 
and all other things are about the 
same proportion. My hotel rate here is 


$4.37 a day, and the hungry eyes of the 
waiters are always asking for fees. I 
usually buy photographs wherever I 
go in addition to my.own, which I have 
developed by the local photographer. 
The.price here for making 8xi0 copies 
is $1.26, and when I asked the photog- 
rapher this afternoon to make me a 
rate of $10 per dozen he hemmed and 
hawed and said he couldn't really af- 
at that.

It was, therefore. some gur- 
prise to read that fOme 500 or 600 of 
the clergy have mé@re or less seriously 
attempted to do ss. Three hundred or 
more of these ipdustrious priests have 
founded an asgvciation called the “Al- 
liance des Prefres Ouvriers."’ The as- 
sociation owes its origin to Abbe Ballu, 
and is presided over by the head priest 
of an important parish in the Deux 
Sevres. “The association prints and 
publishes its own periodical, the title 
of which, “Le Trait d’Union,” might 
Suggest an attempt at calembour a 
lentente cordilale. 

To celebrate the anniversary its 
foundation, the association has just 


opened an exhibition of priests’ Indus- 
tries In one of the feudal chateaux that 
are so numerous in the valley of the 
Lotre—the chateau @ie Candes, near 
Saumur. A visit to the chateau may 
be recommended to any BDngHshman 
who !s touring the valley of the Lotre, 
for though he may not find such his- 
toric reminiscences, such noble archi- 
tecture, or such tnspiring topographical! 
situations as the Chinos, Ambolise, or 
(Blots, the visitor will see one of the 
most curious little exhibitions. 
Former Industries. 


In the old days the priests made cor- 
dials and elixirs, tmproved the wine, 
invented and supplied different balms 
and such medicaments, and manufac- 
tured a luxury or two—the barley su- 
gar manufactured by the sisters at 
Moret and the chocolate by the Trap- 
pists in the department of the Marne 
are survivals of these Industries. When 
the priests were compelled to turn 
their wits and industry to account by 
the revolution of 1789 these industries 
mentioned were neglected; the priests 
followed other callings; Mer. de Vin- 
timille gave lessons in dancing and de- 
portment. Mgr. de Clermont-Tonnerre, 
who was connected with the royal 
house of Austria ang of France, gave 
lessons in elocution; the archbishog of 
Paris opened business as commission 
agent at the central vegetable market; 
Mgr. de Noyon painted miniatures, and 
the Abbe d’Epinay fans, and the Abbe 
de Maussac established himself as a 
lodging house keeper. A few of these 
old-time occupations have been follow- 
ed by the priests of today, but the ex- 
hibition at the chateau de Candes is 
proof positive that the clergy has quite 
as varied capabilities in the fleld of 
manual labor as it ever had. At the

‘State Pure Food Law. 


In the published report of the state 
chemist issued yesterday reference is 
made to the operation of the pure food 
and drugs law approved August 21, 
1906. : 

In thig report, R. E. Stallings says: 

Before Dr. McCandless’ réettrement, which 
took place January 1, 1908, some considerable 
work was done toward the examination of 
foods for man and beast, and this has con- 
tinued. Some 632 samples of foods for man 
were analyzed, and of this number about 45 
per cent were found to be adulterated, mis- 
branded or below standard; 280 samples of 
stock feed were analyzed; 66 were found that 
failed to meet their guarantee; 30 samples 
were found to be adulterated with substances 
that are specifically forbidden by law. Prac- 
tically all the [fllegal brands of stock feed 
have been withdrawn from sale in this state. 

In carrying out the law, we have first 
taken for analyses the substances enumerated 
in sé@ction 23 of the act, viz.: butter, milk 
food stuffs, cilders, vinegars, sirup, etc. 

The work in the laboratory during the last 
few months has shown conclusively that there 
was an enormous amouct of adulterated ar- 
ticles on the market; it shows that our 
state had been @ veritaple dumping ground 
for the manufacturers of impure goods. 

Since this department has taken up the 
matter the conditions of afrairs have under- 
gone a revolution, the good effects produced 
by the law have demostrated its usefulness. 

It was thought best up to this time not to 
underake any prosecution, due to the fact 
that the law was a néw one and many dealers 
and merchants were {not familiar with its 
provisions. It seems, however, that ample 
time has been given the trade to become ac- 
quainted with its provisions, and I recom- 
mend that ‘in the future the law ‘be allowed to 
take its course.’ The law needs to be amend- 
ed in several particulars; first, to specifically 
exclude certain Bubstances that are of a 
doubtful and harmful nature, to provide for 
the further publication of those who deal in 
adulterated substances, and te strengthen it 
in other respects. I believe that there is no 
more important law on the statute books than 
the pure food law. [t protects the lives of 
pur people, and the consumption of. pure 
foods no doubt lengthens the lives of all. 
The man who insidiously and slowly ‘poisons 
the people by placing chemicals in their food 
and drink should be severely dealt with. 
Likewise, the provisions of our law not only 
protect the consumer from harmful ingredi- 
ents, but all products must be truthfully 
branded. The people have a right to know’ 
the exact character of the article they are 
buying. 

The law compels every product to stand on 
its own merits, for example, if a consumer 
desires to buy ‘‘glucose” he may do so, but 
we do object to a purchaser who believes he 
|le buying cane sirup, truit jellies and jams, 
when itn reality he is gétting clucose. In 
other words, the proper enforcement of the 
pure food law protects the consumer not only 
in health, but protects the honest manufac- 
turer, mershant aad consumep against fraud,

Government for the People. 


“You are preparing yourselves for 
teachers, and what I want to say to you 
today is in line with your work. If you 
will examine the platform adopted at 
Denver vou will find that it closes with 
an appeal to those who desire to see 
this government a government of tlie 
people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple, and so administered that it will, 
as far as human wisdom can, secure 
to’ each individual the reward from 
society proportionate to the contribu- 
tion that that person makes to the 
welfare of society. To my mind this 
is the ideal toward which the govern- 
ment should strive. 

“There is a divine law of rewards. 
It is that every one shall enjoy in pro- 
portion as that person by energy and 
industry and intelligence contributes 
to the world. 

“Many of you are the sons and daugh- 
ters of the pioneers who came to this 
country and converted what was once 
a desert into a garden spot. When the 
pioneer goes into a new country he 
endures sacrifices, and his reward 
ought to be large. He goes forth with 
great industry to convert the raw ma- 
terials that he finds into finished prod- 
ucts, into material wealth; and, when 
the conditions are such as they ought 
to be, he succeeds in amassing a for- 
tune, in accumulating property in pro- 
portion as he applies intelligence and 
industry in his work. I take it that 
that is the divine law of reward, and

COMER WATCHES SITUATION 


The Soldiers Are Encamped Around 
the Mines, While the Strikers 
and Their Sympathisers 
Enacamped on the 

Mountain Sides.

Birmingham, Ala, July !8—The sit- 
vation eround Blosaburg, the critical 
point of the miners’ strike, is so peace- 
ful and quiet that the authorities fear 
that the worst is yet to come. 

The soldiers, several hundred strong, 
are encamped around the mines, while 
along the mountain sides several thou- 
gand miners and their sympathizers 
are camped, 

Since Governor Comer called out the 
state troopa, located at Birmingham, 
and ordered others in neighboring cities 
to remain in readiness, nothing hase oc- 
curred of an alarming nature. The 
situation is intensely quiet. The onlv 
action taken by the deputies tonight 
was the arrest of fifteen Italians at 
Bessemer mines, the prisoners being 
charged with attempting intimidation 
of @#trike-breakers. Their arrest were 
accomplished without any résistance, 
and they are now in the Jefferson 
county jail, Birmingham. 

The Governor in Charge. 


Governor Comer, in an Interview this 
afternoon, declares that he will remain 
in Birmingham until next week and in 
the meantime will give his entire atten- 
tion to the local situation. He de- 
clined tonight to order the entire cav- 
alry equadron of the state to Birming- 
ham, but promised Sheriff Higdon that 
in case of an outbreak he could have 
as many men as he desired, 

Leaders of the Miners’ Union declare 
tonight that since the troops are un- 
der arms, no further outbreaks are an- 
tichpated, 

Advices from Blossburg tonight are 
that the day was quiet and no engage- 
ment took place between the. strike 
Sympathizers and troops. 

In the northern portion of the coun- 
try the sheriff's office has information 
of the dynamiting of several houses 
occupied by oolored strikers. Deputies 
have been despatched to the scene. 

Keep Troops at Blossburg. 


The troops will be kept at Blossburg 
a day or two, according to present ar- 
rangeménts, that place being a good 
base for operations towards Republic, 
Sayreton, Bessemer mines, Adamsville 
and Jefferson, where the worst trouble 
So far has been experienced. Another 
company of military will be gotten 
ready to stand under arms in the 
subject to orders from the sheriff.

when the new tariffs are filed with the 
the commission by the roads having 
membership in these two associations.

In speaking of the powers of the in- 
terstate commerce commission in the 
case where an advance in freight 
rates has been made by the railroads, 
Chairman Knapp, of the commission, 
Said today: ; 

“The commission would base its in- 
vestigation on the conditions existing on 
the roads making the increases, con- 
Sidering each case separately. It may 
be found that the roads in the south 
would be justified in increasing their 
rates, while the roads in the trunk line 
association would not have sufficient 
grounds for doing so. In each caSe the 
railroads would be given every oppor- 
tunity to present their case. While the 
commission is an administrative body, 
its duties are very analogeus to those 
of a judicial body, and the same form is 
used—a complaint; an answer; and @ 
hearing. 

“Justification for increase in freight 
rates, if there is to be such an advance, 
may be found, if at all, only ig the fact 
that increased costs of operation and 
maintenance of railroads has reached a 
point where reasonable profit on money 
invested in them is not possible from 
the revenues they now receive. In de- 
termining whether rates ar, reasonable, 
carful consideration is necessary of 
three factors—that good wages be paid 
railroad employees; that present trans- 
portation facilities be kept to a satisfac- 
tory standard, and that new facilities 
be provided to meet every increasing de- 
mand for them.”

The evangelist received his early edu- 
cation at Queen Elizabeth college, Lon- 
don. He graduated from the law schoo] 
of Cincinnati in 1892. His grandfa- 
ther was a Quaker, cOnsequently he was 
reared in that faith. 

His first work In connection with 
mfffions was in the slums of London, 
under the auspices of Spurgeon’s taber- 
nacle. His firat evangelistic Work was 
at the ®rst Christian church, West 
London, with Dr. Henry Varley. 

Mr. Yeuell then came to America, 
where he has been almost exclusively 
since that time. His work has been 
all over this country, especially 
throughout the east and Virginia. He 
has not only conducted unlon services, 
but services for single churches. His 
most nojable work was at Boston in a 
union of the Baptist churches of tnat 
city at Dudley Street Baptist church, 
where Dr. Broughton had preached the 
year before. 

Mr. Yeuell has made remarkable prog- 
ress in conversions. In ais fifteen years 
of continuous evangelistic service he 
has been the means of the conversion 
of 18.000 men, women and childfen, Le 
makes his appeals more to men; con- 
sequently there have been more con- 
versions amoyg the males. The larg- 
est number of converts at any one 
single series of meetings was in the 
spring of this year at Frankfort, Ind., 
when 836 joined the church through his 
exhortation. These were ail adults, and 
were baptised. Of the 835 converted at 
Frankfort, 463 wef,g men. At Poplar 
Bluff, Ind., of the 168 converts, 122 were 
men. At a meeting in San Francisco 
out of the 29085 converted, 143 were men. 

It was ‘while holding a series of 
meetings at Frankfort, Mich, that Mr. 
Yeuell discovered Ralph Boileau, his so0- 
loist and choir leader. They have been 
associated since.

| WOULD DELAYMAIL DELIVERY 


Chairman McLendon Sends Tel- 
egram to Regeiver Parrott in 
Response ta Protests From 
Citizens Aleng Line of the 
Railroad. 


Chairman McLendon, of the railroad 
commission, yesterday sent a telegram 
to S. F. Parrott, receiver of the Macon 
and Birmingham railroad, advising that 
the change in schedule which will cause 
a break in connection at Woodbury, be 
not put Into effect. 

According to advertisements of the 
road the schedule of No, 42, which now 
leaves LaGrange at 6:50 a. m. and ar- 
rives at Woodbury at 8:15, will be 
changed, and the time of arrival and 
departure moved up ten minutes. 

This will result in the connection 
with the Southern from Atlanta to 
Columbus being missed. Passenger 
train No. -30 on the Southern, now 
leaves Atlanta at 5:30, arriving at 
Woodbury at 8:15. This is the first 
mail train of the day on that route, 
and through its connection with the 
Macon and Birmingham at Woodbury, 
it hae formerly served the people at 
Thomaston, Yatesville and intermedi- 
ate points. 

The change which has been an- 
nounced, by which the M. & B. train 
would leave Woodbury ten minutes 
ahead of the Southern’s arrival, would 
cause a delay of several hours in the 
receipt of the mail on the line between 
Woodbury and Sofkee. The patrons at 
Thomaston, for instance, who formerly 
received mail from Atlanta and the 
east at 9:06, will not get their mail 
until | p. m, if the change is put into 
effect. 

Complaint was made to the railroad 
commission of Georgia and protests 
filed against the new schedule. It 
was urged that the present schedules 
be maintained. Chairman McLendon 
immediately telegraphed to Mr. Par- 
rott at Macon, stating: ‘ 

“Am advised you change schedule to 
morrow so as to break connection at 
Woodbury.:' This will prevent passen- 
gers and mall on Southern train NO. 
30 from reaching points on your line. 
You are requested not to break this 
connection until the commission shail 
have had time to investigate it, and 
it you have advertised your schedules, 
you can hold your trains at Woodbury 
and let them run late until the fur- 
ther request of the commission. 
Please report to the commission on this 
aubject at 10 a. m., July 20.”

SAVE RATHER THAN PUNISH: 
GOSPEL OF CRIMINOLOGY 


Judge McKenzie Cleland, formeriy 
judge of the municipal court of Chi- 
cago, has contributed to McClure’s 
Magazine for July a discussion of the 
probation system for adult criminals 
as put into effect by him, which has 
attracted wide attention. 

With the aid of 400 of the leading 
business ang professional men of the 
district, he established a system of 
parole which worked admirably. The 
court ig on the west side of Chicago, 
about a mile from the city hall, and 
in the Ghetto district, To show the 
character of the people with whom he 
had to deal, the following description 
of the Ghetto district published in a 
leading Chicago newspaper, is repro- 


duced: 

“In this territory, murderers, rob- 
bers and thieves of the worst kind are 
born, reared and grown to maturity 
in numbers which exceed the record of 
any similar district anywhere on the 
face of the globe; murders by the 
score, shooting and stabbing affrays 
by the hundred, assaults, burglaries 
and robberies by the thousand—such 
is the crime record each year for thie 
festering place of evil which lies 
a scant mile from the heart of Chi- 
cago.” 

In addition to violations of city or- 
dinances, the Maxwell court transact- 
ed civil business and heard misde- 
meanor cases. In telling of his ef- 
forte in this crowded, crime-swept and 
equalid section, Judge Cleland writes: 

Within a few days from my going 
into this court, I was confronted with 
the problem of what to do wif, vio- 
lators ef the city laws who had ‘thers 
dependent upon them for support. To 
impose a fine upon guch persons would, 
if the fine were paid, ordinaily de- 
prive the family of some of the neces- 
garies of life. On the other hand, if 
the fine were not paid and the offender 
were committed to the house of cor- 
rection to work it out at the rate of 
60 cents a day, not only would the 
family be deprived of their means of 
support during his imprisonment, but 
the defendant, when released, would 
be without employment or the ability 
then to provide for his family. I ob- 
served that frequently women whose 
husbands haq been fined for beating 
them would go out and borrow money 
with which to pay the fine. 

It Was very apparent that such pro- 
ceedings operated most harshly upon 
the poor, A person able to pay a fine 
had comparatively little to fear if he 
violated the city laws, while inability 
to pay meant the less of liberty 
twenty-four hours for each 50 cents 
of the fine and costs, whith was noth- 
ing more or less than imprisonment 
for debt. sit e 
In the Homes of the “Repeaters,” 


Persons were often brought before me 
who had been imprisoned mamy times 
and-<who were no better, but obviously 
much worse as a result of such treat- 
ment. I féund wpon investigation that 
the city contained a very large number 
of these persons, who were known a6 
“repeaters,” and that the thme of the 
police. and the courts was much occupied 
én. rearresting and recommitting them 
to the house of correction. Upon ex- 
amininz the records of this institution 
I found that of the nime thousand per- 
eons imprisoned the previous year be-

to study conditions at close ramge andj in their welfare. 


went into the tomes of some of these| 


offenders against the law, taking with 
me interpreters, for the great majority 
of them were foreigners In many of 
these homes poverty had dome its worst, 
Every surrounding influence favored un- 
desirable citizenship; every turn pre- 
sented flagrant violations of the law; 
the tumbie-down stairways, the defective 
plumbing, the overflowing garbage 
boxes the uncleaned streets and alleys, 
all suggested that laws were not made 
to be enforced. 

Mamy of the unfortunates whom I saiw 
there regarded the law as a revengeful 
monster. a sort of juggernaut that would 
work fearful ruin vpon any one who 
got in @#ts way, but otherwise was not 
@ matter of concerm. When I expiained 
to them that the law was their friend 
and not their enemy, they did not appear 
to comprehend. 

Im one place there ‘was a broken-down 
woman with six children. Two of the 
childrem had been arrested for stealing 
coal from a car. The mother explained 
that her “‘man’’ was in the Bridewell 
sobering up from ome of his frequent 
drunks and that they had no money to 
buy coal. which was plainly apparent. 
Here were children forced to become 
criminals pecause the law was helpless 
to correct' their father. 

“The House of Corruption.”

“ decided, therefore, to try the plan of

bility of acquittal or brief sentence, but 
summary and severe punishment. As a 
comdition precedent to allowing such an 
Offender his liberty, I required him to 
promise that the would not again indulge’ 
in the thing which was responsible for 
his wrongdoing. Im the great majority 
of cases this was the tuse of intoxicat- 
tne liquor; in gome, the use of drugs 
or , the patronizing of cheap 
theaters, or evil associates. I alee re- 
quired him for a time to report to me 
at regular intervals, usually every t 
weeks, when a night session of the cc 
wae held for such purpose, and to bring 
with him his wife or other witness who 
could testify to his subsequent conduct, 


Four Hundred Able Officers. 


A serious difficukty then presented it- 
self. I saw that as-their numbers in- 
creased. it would become tmpossible for 
me to keep in persomal touch with all 
these offenders. No parole law for 
adults, with its pald probation officers, 
exists in Mlinois and no funds for this 
purpose were available. I determined. 
therefore, to appeal to the business men 
of the district to serve as volunteer pro- 
bation officers. Through the lawyers 
who practiced im my court, I secured a 


| 


to visit one or more defendants each 
month amd report to me in writing upon 
blanks which I furmished them. ‘The 
number of probation officers was subse- 
quently increased to about four hun- 
dred. and their monthly reports were 
entered upon our special docket, which 
contained the necessary memoranda and 
history of the case made at the trial. 
Certainly no more valuable object les- 
eon was ever presented to hustling. 
bustling, money-loving, pleasure-hunting 
Chicago than these doctors, lawyers, 
manufacturers and merchants going into 
the homes of their poor and unfortundéie 
neighbors and taking a genuine interest 
Here was the ideal 
probation officer, whoee feeling for his 
ward was something more than chilly 
professional solicitude; and splendidly 
did these men do their work. Many of 
them did more than show a passing in- 
terest in the offenders assigned to them. 
They often gave them employment and 
encouraged them by increasing their 
wages from time to time. It was a com- 
mon thing for substantial business men 
to appear in court and offer employment 
to persons whom they wished placed on 
probation, agreeing at the same time to 
report regularly ae to their subsequent 
conduct. 
Liquor Dealers Vote to Cooperate, 


A number of the Mquor dealers follow- 
ed my address with remarks highly com- 
plimemtary to the work being dome, and 
a resolution pledging me their support 
was unanimously adopted, The same day, 
by a curious coincidence, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union passed a 
Simtler resolution in another part of the 
city 
Ail of the liquor dealers, with a very 
few exceptions, subsequently acted in 
entire harmony with the resolution. 
One, who caused the intoxication of a 
paroled defendant, was fined $50, which 
he paid; and no further trouble =  0oc- 
aurred. 

It must not, of course, be supposed 
that this parole plan was original with 
me im all ita features. A number of 
states have passed laiws for the proba- 
tion of adult offenders, providing for 
official probation officers to visit and 
report wron the persons paroled; but no 
other court has adopted the plan of 
holding night parole sessions or has @n- 

to so large an extent the services 
of the busihess men of the ditrict. These 


were the two features which in my, ex- 


perience most effective in’ re- 


claiming the offenders. 
Record of Success. 


During my thirteen months’ term in 
the Maxwell street court, I tried upward 
of eight thousand cases and placed upon 
probation 1,23) persons, ‘Tihe results 
were as gratifying as they were gurpris- 
ing, and won for the plan the sincere 
support and cooperation of the police 
depamtment in the district, many of the 
officers assuring me that it had reduced 
crime one-half. BEleven hundred and 
thirty-four of the paroled offenders or 
about 92 per cent, faithfully kept the 
terms of their parole, and became sober, 
industrious citizents. 

Subetamtially all of those who lapsed 
did so because they violated their pledge 
of total abstinence. None, with ome or 
two trivial exceptions, afterward com- 
mitted any offense aganst the law. 

Because of the absence of éxpress stat- 
anttory authority, no person charged with 
a misdemeanor was released on parole 
except with the approval of the police 
and the state’s atitorney; put there were 
many cases where a parole was not 
given. in which I felt satisfied that it 
would have yielded good results. There 
wera, however, upon our special docket, 
persons charged with larceny, embez- 
zliement. wife abandomment,_ selling 
liquor to minors, malicious mischief, as- 
sault and battery, and other similar of- 
fenses: and except in the one or two 
cases referred to, which .were of a minor 
nature. the defendants have shown their 
sincerity by their actions, and their con- 
duct has in every case been exemplary

Story of Jim, the Engineer. 


One day I was hearing a robbery case, 
when Jim entered and modestly 
seated himself at the rear of the court 
reom. Jim was running a locomotive 
on the Burlington road, and, although 
he had recently married, was volun- 
tarily laying off two days in the week 
in order that a fellow engineer, who 
had a family to support, might have a 
show during the hard times. I mo- 
tioned to my balliff. and a minute later 
Jim was seated beside me on the bench, 
listening to the evidence in the robbery. 
case. 1 well knew what was passing 
through his mind, for it was only ten 
months before that he had etood before 
the same bar, charged with crime, and 
it was then that he had promised me, 
whom he had never seen before, that 
if I would give him “gnother chance” 
he would turn over a new leaf and 
eschew crime and the society of crimi- 
nals forever. 


Suspended Sentence vs. Gold Cure, 


Prejudice against any new method, no 
matter how successfw, was not the only 
thing I had to contend with in carrying 
out My plan. Many members of the 
medical ‘profession assured me that @ 
habitual drunkard could not yoluntarily 
leave liquor alone; that his stomach 
was in such a condition from the use 
of alcohol that he must first be given 
medical treatment before any hope of 
his reform could be entertained. ‘Gold 
(ure’’ specialists haunted me day and 
night with offers of ‘free treatment for 
those on my parole list, all of which 
I respectfully declined for the reason 
fhat several persons who had taken such 
“cures’’ without effect had, under the 
influence of a suspended sentence, be- 
come eptirely sober and remained so. 
Many, in fact, were upon the verge of 
delirium tremens when brought into 
court, but none were too far.gone to 
be restored, 


Effect on the Children. 


The proper operation of adult proba- 
tion will, in my judgment, abolish to @ 
considerable extent the necessity for the 
juvenile court, which hag become a new 
and efficlent, though expensive, institu- 
tion, in a number of states. 

Several, months ago a& man was 
brought into my court charged with 
abandoning his family. I investigated 
and found that there were five chil- 
dren; that a petition was ; ending in the 
juvenile court to take them away from 
their mother and father; that the moth- 
er was a confirmed drunkard, spending 
her time’ in sajoons and dance halls; 
and that the father, although himself 
a habitual drunkard and loafer, re- 
fused to associate longer with his wife 
or to live with her. I put them both 
on probation, giving them clearly to 
understand that a single infraction of 
their promise meant six months in the 
Bridewell. The man went to work, and 
he ie now making $13.60 a week. They 
have moved out of the basement they 
Occupied into a comfortable flat. The 
petition In the juvenile court has been 
dismissed, and the children are clean 
and wholesome-looking and go to school. 

A few months ago the Chicago news- 
papers reported that the juevnile court 
had taken six children from a filthy 
basement and had distributed them 
among the charitable institutions. The 
report stated that their mothér was 
dead, and that their drunken father 
had deserted them. I handed this clip- 
ping to a police officer and asked him 
to bring the man In. The officer found 
him in a saloon and made a complaint 
chargin~ him with disorderly conduct. 
I sent him to the Bridwell to sober up 
and receive treatment for alcoholism. 
and after he had been there four weeka 
I set aside the order and put him on 
parole upon his promise to stop. drink- 
ing and go to work. I told him that as 
eoon as he satisfied me that he could 
make good, I would ask -Judge Tuthil) 
of the juvenile court, to restore his 
children to him; and when I last heard 
from him he was hard at work, keep- 
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.schoolmates—everyt hing 


ing his promise and fixing up a home 
for his children. 


Criminal’s “Debt” Overpatd. 


That a suspended sentence should be 
Of greater value in bringing about the 
reformation of a criminal than a prison 
term is, I believe, reasonable and logi- 
cal. When the criminal bas served his 
sentence his supposed debt to society 
ils paid If he commits another crime 
he does so with the chance, in ‘his favor, 
oO fa possible acquittal a “hung” jury, a 
light sentencé, or a reversal upon ap- 
peal. He is consequently Willing te 
take risks which he would not take 
were the consequences sure and severe. 
The most important element in the de-’ 
fendant’s reformation, however, is hig 
avoidance of the physical, mental and 
megrai ‘injury which he would suffer by 
sefving his prison sentence. In these 
days, when practically every applicant 
for a position must present referenceg 
of previous service, a prison term means 
ruin. If at the end of his term he is 
reformed, his reformation js of no value 
in obtaining employment. Prison sen- 
tences did not have this effect a hun- 
dred years ago, but times have changed. 
Every released convict is a shrinking 
coward, fearful that each person he 
meets knows his record. The new, plain 
Suit of clothes he is given upon leavi 
prison is worn only until he can fin 
a second-hand clothing store where it 
may be exchanged for Something less 
good, But clothed in which he will have 
@ trifle less fear of identification. If 
he succeeds in getting employment by 
changing his name and concealing his 
past, he lives in mortal terror lest his 
—— be discovered. 

s a fundamental principle of 
law that no man oan be Punished a. 
than once for the same offense. 
aebt” to society is presumed to be 
conclusively paid when hig term of im- 
prison ment expires; and yet under pres 
ent conditions his real punishment is 
then only beginning. I have just fin- 
ished reading a twenty-three-page let- 
ter from an ex-convict, who eighteen 
years ago completed a seven months’ 
term. He tells in a simple and Pathetic 
fashion of his efforts to escape from 
his prison record, but time and time 
again, just as he had won the confi- 
dence of his employer, some one hap- 
pened along who “gave him away,” and 
then he wag obliged to move and try it 
again. Never, during all this time hag 
he dared to attempt to vote, or take 
any part in public or social affairs. 
Surely a fearful penance for one viola- 
tion of the law, especially when we 
know that thousands of wealthy and 
= naan lawbreakerg are never pun-

PROBATION OF ADULT CRIMINALS, 
The making of good citizens instead of criminals is the lesson the new 
penology has taught. 
In Georgia the Juvenile Protective Association has begun a work of broad 
philanthropy and genuine patriotism. They are endeavoring to secure the 
probation of youthful delinquents. They wish to save the younger generation 
of offenders from the contaminating influence of seasoned convicts. 

Instead of having youthful offenders sentenced to that demoralizing school 
of crime—the penitentiary—the association asks that they be committed to 
its care. They ask that juvenile courts be established. At the discretion 
of the trial judge, offenders will either be delivered to the association or 
sent to the reformatory at the prison farm. 

It practically amounts to a suspension of sentence for first offenses. 
For the. debasing influences of the penitentiary they propose to substitute 
the elevating influence of regular habits, honest work and decent sur- 
roundings, 

In this connection the result of experiments by Judge McKenzie Cleland, 


which is located’ in the Ghetto district. In this district, which is about a 
mile square, there are between 200,000 and 800,000 people, comprising thirty 
nationalities. Here reside the poorest people in Chicago, and from it are 
recruited the largest number of criminals, 

Instead of punishing persons charged with misdemeanors and offenses 
against civil ordinances, Judge Cleland adopted the plan of imposing the 
maximum sentence allowed by law and then suspending the sentence pend- 
ing good behavior. 

A number of the most prominent business and professional men in the 
district became interested in the work and acted as probation officers. They 
visited their charges and gave them employment and encouragement of va- 
rious kinds. 

Through this enlightened plan men were saved the ignominy of a prison 
sentence: their families were saved the cost of fines, and avoided the loss 
of their provider: the offenders remained at work and were spared the stigma 
of a prison sentence, which would have interfered with future employment. 

In discussing for McClure’s Magazine the practical working of his sys- 
tem, Judge Cleland declares that during bis thirteen months on the bench 
in the Maxwell Street court he tried over 8,000 cases and placed upon pro- 
bation 1,231 persons. Of the latter number 92 per cent kept the terms of 
their parole and the criminal records showed a surprising reduction. 

The reason why a suspended sentence is a greater curative factor in the 
treatment of criminals than sentences worked out is held by Judge Cleland 


to be natural and logical and he explains the matter thus: 


When the criminal has served his sentence, his supposed debt to society is 
raid. if he commits another crime, he does so with the chance in his favor of 
u possible acquittal, a hung jury, a light sentence or a reversal upon appeal. 
He is consequently willing to take risks which he would not take were the 
consequences sure and severe. The most important element in the defend- 
ant’s reformation, however, is his avoidance of the physical, mental and moral 
injury which he would suffer by serving his prison sentence 


Under our present system, when a criminal leaves prison after complet- 
ing Tis sentence his punishment is just beginning. His past record follows 
him like an avenging Nemesis; it appears at the most inopportune and un- 
expected moments, driving him from employment and from the society of 
decent men who know his story. 

The history of the Maxwell Street court in Chicago is full of inspiration 
for those who would reform rather than debase criminals; it is encouraging 
to those who wish to make their fellow men better. 

The splendid results here shown in the case of adult criminals should 
prove even more successful in the case of juvenile delinquents. The latter's 
habits are unformed, their minds are plastic and they can more easily be re- 
formed and trained become useful and _ self-supporting members of 


society. 
The absorbingly interesting story of Judge Cleland’s success, extracts 


trom which are presented elsewhere, should greatly encourage the members 
of the Juvenile Protective Association. Moreover, it should prove a wonderful 
argument with the state’s lawmakers. 

The state of Georgia has been asked to legalize and encourage the work 
the association has set on foot, to aid in reducing crime and to save the 
seed corn of the state.

Practical demonstration of the effectiveness of proper methods of sanil- 
tation in lowering the death rate of countries, states and communities has 
so impressed thinking people with the value and importance of the results 
attained that there has naturally followed the organization of a national 
health movement for the propagation of a sentiment that will compel clean- 
liness and the systematic removal of refuse matter. 

This organization and its work have received the indorsement of the 
great national parties or their candidates, who realize that the ultimate ef- 
fects reach everywhere the home and the individual. 

: The very existence of such an organization of accepted and approved 
principles must stress the importance of applying modern and demonstrated 
methods in the protection and safeguarding of the health of the community. 
The health of any community is its foremost asset. It is its capital, im- 
pairment of which must impede its progress. 

The sick lMst and tbe death rate are the surest barometers of sanitary 
conditions. 

Some months ago investigation by the chamber of commerce committee 
disclosed a dedth rate in Atlanta that was nothing short of appalling. 

That same investigation brought to light the absence of sanitary meth- 
ods and sanitary appliances in almost two-fifths of the homes in this city. 
Furthermore, there has been disclosed a lamentable jnsufficiency of facilities 
for keeping clean Atlanta’s streets and yards. 

There can be but one conclusion: The one is the cause of which the 


oe 


other is the effect. 

It is apparent that there has been and that there continues to exist a 
clear neglect of public duty on the part of the city. 

There is no question, if prompt and energetic measures were taken to 
make Atlanta the clean and healthy city it should be, that the death rate 
would be materially lowered, and with its exceptional climate and drainage 
facilities, this city would take front rank among those municipalities distin- 
guished for the absence of diseases which contribute so severely to the 
inortality. 

No half-way measures diminished the death rate in Cuba and Panama 
aid made those countries habitable by men from whatever latitude; it was 
accomplished only through complete, scientific and thorough sanitation. 

That it has not been done in Atlanta is Atlanta’s shame! 


ATLANTA MUST NOT FALE BEHIND. 


But little more than a week remains in which the Fulton legislative 
representation may conduct its inquiries and dispose of the preliminaries 
incident to the introduction of the bill providing for the extension of At- 
lanta’s limits.

The Educational Bill. 


Editor Constitution: The Georgia Educa- 
tional Association has two measures of 
great importance before the legislature. One 
is to change the state hoard of education to 
a professional board, the state school com- 
missioner ¢0 a state superintendent of 
schools, and otherwise to promote teaching es 
a profession. The other is to amend the con- 
stitution so as to enable rural districts to 
establish high schools, since t*wns and cities 
are so enabled. 

There seems to be an effort on the parT of 
some to put this first measure in the light 
of a mere book-adoption bill. References have, 
been mede to it always in connection with 
the coming book adoption with apparent in- 
tention of putting it under prejudice and 
making it seem a factional measure. 

4s chairman of the committee appointed by 
the State Educational Association, I desire 
to make the following statements te the 
members of the legislature and friends of 
education. 

These measures grew out of a@ movement 
started in said assdciation over two years 
ago. A committee was appointed to study 
educational growth in other states and the 
needs of Georgia. This committee made its 
report at the Macon meeting in April, 1907, 
and was continued to secure legislation along 
the lines of the report. The bills in question 
aye the essential beginnings of educational! 
reform much needed in Georgia. 

It is not possible to enter into argument 
here justifying a professional board. As to 
the inereased efficiency of such a board we 
have abundance of evidence. The affairs of 
every true profession are thus directed, and 
in many states education is so directed. 
Progress is in this direction. In the school 
laws of Indiana we find this note ingerted: 

“When first created the state board con- 
sisted of the superintendent of public in 
Struction, the governor, secretary of state, 
treasurer and auditor. Later the attorney 
general was added. It remaine; )a 
board of state officers, but Tittle intereed 
in or conversant with educational affairy. 
and exerting no appreciable influence. A 
(now constituted) a board of professional 
educators it has been a valuable agent in 
our educational progress.'’ 

To regulate and promote education in a 
Drofessional way, here are some of the 
things coming within the mission of this 
board to be studied thoroughly and where 
necessary to be placed before the legislature 
with recommendations: 

1. A plan of financing all 
Systematically, effectively. 

The securing of trained, 
ers for al! schools. 

3. Improvement in organization, 
ion, leadership. 

4. A modern course of study (1) for whites, 
(8) for blacks. 

5. Belection of 
courses of study. 

6. Special schools, 
etc. 

7. The fixing of professional ‘standards and 
the certification of teachers into the profes- 
sion, 

Many other things may be enumerated are! 
many more will arise for this board to at- 
tend to. Really the gdoption of books is a 
minor matter, yet this one thing ts being 
magnified by those specially interested in it 
to the exclusion of great things for the bet- 
terment of education generally. 

So this is an appeal to prevent this meéas- 
ure being made out a ‘mere book-adoption 
scheme or a factional matter. It wag favored 
by Governor Terrell in his message, by Gov- 
ernor Smith in his, by the conference of 
business men of Georgia called by Mr. In- 
man, by the State Federation of Women's 
Clubs of Georgia, by the conference of coun- 
ty school commissioners of Georgia, as well 
as by the state association I represent. 

This weight of approval should not be 
brushed aside by selfish interests in book 
adoptions. 

The bill calls for a board made up of the 
governor, attorney general, state school com- 
missioner and six educators to be appointees 
by the governor. Such is the customary way 
of getting a professional board of educators. 
These appointees are to hold for two, four 
and six years in groups of two at first, 
thereafter for six years. This will soon have 
@ board so variously appointed and with 
the governor, attorney general and state 
superintendent of schools elected by the peo- 
ple, that all semblance of faction must dis- 
appear. Governor Smith must appoint the 
whole six to start, but tin years Mr 
Brown takes the governor's place and ap- 
points two members, and whoever is governor 
two years thereafter will appoint two others, 
etc. This is a wel-matured scheme, and, [ 
repeat, is the customary procedure. 

Our second bill speaks for itself. The con- 
stitution forbids high schools except in special 
school districts such as may be obtained by 
cities and towns. Cities and towns have 
high school privileges regulated by their own 
boards of education. The country should not 
be discriminated against. The country child 
should have every advantage for an educa- 
tion possessed by the city child. The con- 
stitutfonal provision forbidding rural high 
schools should be repealed. We are ask!: 1g 
you to submit such an amendment to the 
vote of the people along with other amenqa- 
ments now considered. 

Gentlemen, what you do with’ your children 
is of greater importance than what you do 
with the state road, the convicts, or witn 
anything else before you. We beg you, there- 
fore, to hear us who have no selfish interest 
in this matter otheg than the genuine bet- 
terment of education ~ which we give our 
lives.

He has aiso 
a copy of the rolls of the eleven com- 
panies ffom Upson county which 
served In the confederate army. I hope 
every ordinary in Georgia will follow 
his worthy example and mark and care 
for the graves of confederates in his 
county, and make permanent record of 
the rolls of every company from his 
county which served in the confederate 
army. 

The people all hope that the lIegisia- 
ture will continue the appropriation 
for compiling and publishing the colo- 
nial and confederate records. For 
more than half a century that grand 
clad man, Governor Allen D. Candler, 
has served his beloved state wisely, 
faithfully, bravely, in war and in 
peace; but I believe the work he has 
done ‘and is now doing in compiling 
these records, is of supreme impor- 
tance, not only to the living, but to 
those who are to come after us. 

Surely, this enlightened, patriotic 
legislature will continue the meager 
appropriation.

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WHEN WILL GOVERNOR 


_ SEND BROWN MESSAGE? 


é 


That Question Is Still the Most Frequently Heard Query 
‘Around the Corridors of the Capitol. 


“When will the governor send in the 
ittle Joe’ Brown message?” is the 
favorite querry -among the legisla- 
tors, as the session is half over, al- 
ready the twenty-fifth day being pass- 
ed on Saturday. 

That it is coming the administration 
leaders in both houses assert as a fact 

Whether it will come this week is 
mot stated so positively, as no one 
knows. 

The governor attends to his own af- 
fairs, with counsel from few, if any, 
and in this matter it is expected that 
he will be dictated by his own wishes, 
and will act just as he sees fit. 

The fact that two messages have 
deen sent to the general assembly this 
gession, and no mention made of the’ 
dismissal of Hon. Joseph M, Brown 
from the office of railroad commis- 
sioner, has set the solons to talking, 
and as a result Representative John- 
g@on of Jasper last week offered a 
resolution requesting the general as- 
@eembly to ask the governor for this 
message. 

It was placed on the table ,and has 
mot been calleq up for action since. 
With special orders set for last week 
and this week, it is doubtful if the 
resolution will ever be called up or 
acted upon, and the message on this 
subject will doubtless be in before it 
would be. 

When it does come, what action will 
be taken t! regard to it is another 
question going the rounds. 

There are papers and people in Geor- 
gia who state that the message should 
be received, and no action taken by 
the general assembly upon the matter. 
It is argued that Mr. Brown hag been 
vindicated by a majority of the people 
in the state, in that he has been nom- 
nated for governor over Governor 


ed by any further agitation of the sub- 
ject. ‘ 

Other papers and people declare that 
Mr. Brown, about to become governor 
of Georgia, cannot rest under the im- 
plied charges of bribery or insult as 
gien out during the recent campaign, 
and that an investigation is impera- 
tive in order that the governor or the 
governor-elect may be vindicated. 

As the matter now stands, Mr. Brown 
is merely “suspended,” and it will take 
a majority of each house to make the 
suspension equivalent to a dismissal. 

If this majority should not be at- 
tained in one or the other branches, 
or in neither: it is declared the sus- 
pension will not be‘ ratified, and, 
while Mr Brown cannot be returned 
to the office of railroad commissioner, 
his suspension will have been disap- 
proved and he will be paid his salary 
for the term during which he was 
suspended. If the legislature should 
decide to “pigeon-hole”’ the message, 
the responsibility would be upon the 
legislature, as the governor would 
have complied with tha law on this 
subject, and that woulq doubtless be 
the end of the matter. 

But, with the resolution calling for 
this message pending, and the fact 
that there are many legislators who 
want to know “What wasinthat seal- 
ed letter Mr. Brown sent to Mr. 
Smith?” it ig hardly probable that the 
matter would be dismissed so lightly. 

With the probability of the message 
coming this week, for it may come 
this week, or may not come until the, 
last; with the convict bill pending; an 
investigation of the convict lease sys- 
tem, lessees, prison commission about 
to start, and with an investigation of 
the charges against a subcommittee of 
the legislature which investigated cer- 
tain convict camps, all set for this 
week, the Georgia legislature promises 
to attract more than usual attention.

Editor Constitution: The nomination 
of Judge William Howard Taft, of 
Ohio, by the republican party, for. the 
rresidency, was, and is, the direct re- 
sult of a popular demand for a_ wise, 
conservative, and able administration 
of the public affairs of this country.

Editor, why should the state school 
commissioner be given so much extra

self has recently publicly said that the 
public schools are in a bad way and 
may collapse, if certain conditions con- 
tinue; why not keep him off of all 
these boards of trustees and let him 
devote his time to going into the public 
schools and the various counties of the 
state and trying to arouse the people 
tc look after the educational! interests 
that are right under their noses? 
Mr. Editor, Professor Woofter says 
that the McMichael bill has been in- 
dorsed by the Georgia Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation and by the County School Com- 
missioners’ Assockation. Well, I was 
told by a county school commissioner 
today that out of 12,000 teachers in 
Georgia, not more than 100 were pres- 
ent when the bill was indorsed, the bill

The effect did not seem to be modified 
today by the expressed opinion of Inter- 
state Commissioner Clements that 4 
general increase in freight rates, such 
as has been reported to be in contem- 
plation, would constitute a violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
strength of United States Steel was fos- 
tered by the optimistic views of its 
president, as reported in qublic tnter- 
views. An adjustment of the wage 
scale with its employes by the Republic 
Tron and Steal Company helped the stee] 
industriails. Mercantile agencies re- 
ported a moderate but steady inorease in 
business activity, which is shown also 
by the country’s bank clearings. An- 
other decrease in the number of idle 
freight cars for the two weeks “ending 
July 8 strengthened the 
inuproving business conditions. The gain 
in cash by the banks revealed by the

The increased re- 
serve requirements called for by the 
enlarged deposits did not absorb all the 
cash gained during the week, and in 
consequence the surplus reserve in- 
creased $1,856.575 to $5! 970,300, 
These figures are the report of actual 
conditions, the statement of averages 
showing larger increases in all items. 
The banks are still paying tnto the 
treasury public deposits withdrawn by 
the order of the secretary and the 
item of public deposits tm New York 
Associated Banks is now only 9 1-2 
million dollars, as compared with 76 
millions at the beginning of the year.

Chicago, July 18.—Falilure of the long 
interests to give support in the face of 
bullish conditions, caused a dull wheat 
market here today. The close showed 
prices practically unchanged.

Speculative temper in wheat at the 
start today favored higher prices, but 
trade was not large.

TEAM PLAYS AT BAT AND ON BASE; 


-M’MURRAY’S SLIDE ONE TO LEARN 


nowadays 
at all 


While most 
who understands baseball 
knows that there are certain 
team maneuvers executed by sig- 
nals of some sort, there still remain 
many who do not at all comprehend 
either the nature of the signals or ex- 
actly what it is the players try to do. 
I am advised these persons would wel- 
come a little enlightenment. 

In the first place, either the batter or 
the base-runner may give the signal 
for whatever is desired to be done. 
Nowadays,- though, most teams have 
the batter give the signal to the run- 
fer, as the batter is adjudged the 
man who best knows whether he can 
make a successful attempt at the next 
ball; no one else can judge that for 
him. Besides, while the runner, or his 
coacher rather, can easily enough 
watch the batter, the latter can iI) 
afford to take his eyes off the ball 


everybody 


and the pitcher in order to watch the 
‘runner for signals. 


When the batsman wishes to give a 


| Signal or convey an order to the run- 


ner, he does it by some simple, casual 


‘motion or action that the ordinary 


spectator would entirely fail to ob- 
serve. It might consist in swinging 
the bat in a certain way, or picking 
up a handful of dirt—seemingly to dry 
the perspiration on his hands, or tap- 
ping the plate with his bat, or mark- 
ing off the batter’s box-line with his 
bat, or pulling down his cap tighter on 
his head, or rubbing his hand on his 
trousers, or holding the big end of his 
bat in his hand while waiting for the 
next ball to come up, or clawing the 
dirt out from under his feet with his 
spikes, or by any one of a hundred or- 
dinary, usual movements that seem 
perfectly natural. Ball players be- 
come very proficient in observing and 


reading these signs, ang are suspicious! 


of every little movement the batter ex- 
hibits. 

Generally speaking, the runner him- 
self does not see the signal from the 
batsman, as he hag to keep his eye 
pretty sharply on the ball and £ i <its 
whereabouts in order not to be caught 
napping off his base. His coacher, 


| however, is supposed to see any signal 


thrown off by the ‘batter, and he com- 
municateg it at once to the runner by 
of some added signal in the 
of an ordinary-sounding phrase 
of instruction or exhortation which, 
of course, means and conveys to the 
runner much more than appears on its 
face. Professionals who have worked 
together a long time do not always 
need this much of machinery to bring 
certain piece of work, some- 
times a mere look being sufficient to 
put a comrade on notice. This is par- 
the case when a team is in 
the field. Then, the catcher  fre- 
quently intimates by a mere exchange 
of glances or the slightest of nods to 
a baseman that he is going to throw to 
a certain point on the next ball. Catch- 
ers have also to signal the pitcher 


| when to turn and throw to the bases. 


and sometimes a third baseman sig- 


| nals the pitcher, if the latter is right- 


handed, when to throw to first base. 

It is well if such signals can be seen 

by the outfielders also, in order that 

they may get in position to back up. 
The Squeeze Play. 

With a runner as far around as third 
base a team will often elect to try the 
“squeeze” in an effort to score the man. 
If the batter can get the pitcher in the 
hole by getting a ball or two and no 
strikes he will likely expect a strike to 
be put over next. If a strike does come 
up it will be am easy matter to bunt it. 
Now the runner, if signalled, starts in 
home with all the speed he possesses the 
instant the pitcher starts to wind 1 for 


his delivery. With this flying start and dar

This- frequently causes the 
giteher to throw a wide ball, which 
imures to the benefit of the batter. The 
time thus may come when the pitcher 
has thrown so many balls and so few 
strikes that he dare not throw any 
more wid@ ones for fear of walking the 
batter. If, however, the batter has ai- 
ready three balls he is not going to 
bunt the next ball, for he is not going 
to lose his chance of mwalking to first; 
hemee at this stage of the game the 
pitcher safely may and should put it over. 
Altogether the successful pulling off of 
the “squeeze’’ is entirely dependent on 
the batsman’s ability to out-guess the 
pitcher, If he decides the pitcher is go- 
ing to put a certain ball over he should 
signa] the runner. (if he has made a mis- 
take his man will be put out. 

The ‘squeeze’ works about as often as 
it fails. It should never be attempted 
when two hands are down, nor when the 
batter h&s two strikea or three balls. 
Neither should it be thought of when 
the batter is a poor bunter. 

The Hit and Ruan Game. 


In playing “hit and rum” a team muts 
into play identically the game principles 
as in pulling off the *squeeze,’’ except 
that the batter ewings at the ball in- 
stead of bunting it. He doesn’t swing 
when the rumner is on thi base, for 
a strike is much more apt to result than 
when a bunt is attempted, in which 
event the runmer is sure to get out. 
Here, as in the squeeze, the batter tries 
to guess correctly when the pitcher is 
going té put it over the plate, for there 
would be little sefse in ordering a run- 
ner to try for the next sack unless he 
is sure he can help out by rapping oul 
the next ball. 

The play is constantly employed now- 
adays and with much success by all pro- 
fessiona] teams, but as I have said be- 
fore amateurs should be satisfied with 
but a moderate use of the play, as they 
are not reliable enough in batting to 
risk it too otiten. 

It is of the greatest aid to the batter 
to know whether the pitcher is going to 
throw a’ straight ball or a curved ball. 
This he could tell, generally, could he 
but see how the pitcher graeps the ball 
as he is about to deliver. The pitcher, 
though, is very careful to conceal the 
ball with his gloved hand while get- 
ting ready to send it in, or he holds it 
more or less behind him. Sometimes 
the base coacher is advantageously sta- 
tioned to observe this point, in which 
case he gives the rip to the batsman 
by some casual-sounding phrase, Or if 
&® runner has succeeded in getting to 
second base he can usually see for a 
certainty. In this situation the batter 
will watch his comrade on second, who 
will advise him of the ball about to be 
pitched by some slight movement of 
hand or foot, similar to what the bats- 
man uses when signalling. Often, too, 
fhe signal system of the opposing 
catcher is caught by shrewd coachers; 
80 it amounts to a lot to have good, 
wide-awake and competent men on the 
coaching Une as well as at the bat or 
any other place. 

This D¥ no means exhausts the calen- 
of team plays employed In the 


game, but a sufficient number. have 
been outlined to give an uninformed 
spectator a fair idea of the science and 
inside work of the sport. A few gen- 
era] points of play may be touched on 
with profit, particularly to the amateur, 
who may still be in the stage of play 
where he kb puzzled to know which of 
two or more ways to do a thing is 
really the best. 
Sliding to Base. 


There are three principal ways of 
sliding to base, and all three have their 
points of special excellence. To g0 
feet first is to intimidate the baseman, 
for it must be admitted there is some 
danger to the latter whenever the run- 
ner comes in to him that way. I have 
seen the seharp spikes of the runner 
cut the baseman’s leg to the bone, and 
how very often is he spiked in the foot, 
his shoe being cut through and through, 
As a result, a baseman who gets the 
ball safely and in plenty of time, yet 
who lacks the “‘nerve’’ to hold his po- 
sition and meet the ehock of the en- 
counter, frequently fails to “put it on’’ 
the runner. This style is most common 
in professional ball, where it is learned 
and executed to perfection. Very few, 
I daresay, aim to really {njure the base- 
man, but the argument is that the lat- 
ter must look out for himself, as the 
runner «imply must make his base. It 
is the incidental danger in the “feet 
first’’ slide that I deplore, and I could 
well wish it were eliminated from the 
game by legislation. ° 

Sliding head first is not dangerous to 
either party and so may not frighten 
the baseman; bit it is, from all other 
points of view, quite as good a method 
as the other, and much, better in one 
respect: it gives the slider the use of 
his hands and arms instead of his feet 
in reaching out to touch the base. 
Anyone is ‘‘more handy” with the 
hands than with the feet.
